IN SUCCESSIVE SESSIONS APRIL 10 AND 11, "CINCI GROUP" 

OP DEVELOPED COUNTRIES AT UN HEARD PRESENTATIONS BY 
EGYPTIAN REP MEGUID AND ISRAELI REP TEKOAH. EACH MADE 
ALL-OUT EPFORT TO BLAME OTHER SIDE POR BREADKOWN OP 
DR. KISSINGER'S PEACE EPFORT AND DEMONSTRATED STRONG 
DESIRE TO RESUME SEARCH POR PEACE. 

MEGUID GAVE SEVERAL CLEAR IF INDIRECT INDICATIONS EGYPT 
EXPECTED AND WOULD WELCOME CONTINUING US EPPORTS. HE SAID 
EGYPT LOOKING TO GENEVA POR COMPREHENSIVE SETTLEMENT 
OP PALESTINIAN AND TERRITORIAL QUESTIONS, BUT IN MEANTIME 
IP THERE WERE OTHER ACTIONS THAT COULD HELP MAKE GENEVA 
SUCCESSFUL "WE ARE OPEN." HE MENTIONED POSSIBILITY OP 
ARAB LEAGUE UMBRELLA POR PALESTINIAN PARTICIPATION AT 
GENEVA OR SINGLE "ALL ARAB ' DEL INCLUDING PALESTINIANS. 

ARAPAT DISCUSSING SUBJECT IN CAIRO NOW, HE NOTED. 

TEKOAH SAID ISAREL SUGGESTED "LESS THAN OVERALL AGREEMENT " 
BECAUSE IT UNDERSTOOD EGYPT UNWILLING TO GO "ALL THE WAY." 
ISRAEL COULD NOT AGREE TO "PURELY MILITARY AGREEMENT" WHEN 
IT HELD ALL THE MILITARY CARDS. HE ARGUED EGYPTIAN POSITION

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WHICH HAVE RECEIVED STANDING INVITATIONS PROM GA TO PARTICIPATE

IS CONSISTENT WITH ASSURANCE RECEIVED PROM UN LEGAL COUNSEL

RUGBY, AND INTERNATIONAL OLYMPICS. IRAQI REP REEERRED TO 
US CONGRESSIONAL VISIT TO RHODESIA, SAID ONLY REMAINING 
INPO OPPICE REPRESENTING RHODESIA IS IN WASHINGTON, AND 
ASKED POR INFO ON "RECENT US ACTIONS CONCERNING CLOSING

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CSTD WORKING GROUP- 

ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT, CONSENSUS EMERGING IN CONSULTATIONS 
TO HAVE CSTD INTERGOVERNMENTAL WORKING GROUP MEET AS 
SCHEDULED APRIL 21 AND ALSO NOV. 3-14, AND AUSTRALIANS 
CIRCULATING DRAPT DECISION TO THAT EPPECT. (LIMITED OPPICIAL-

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SOCIAL COMITE- 

IN A.M. APRIL II, COMITE CONTINUED GENERAL DEBATE ON SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENTS QUESTIONS, HEARING STATEMENTS BY USSR, 
AUSTRALIA, BULGARIA, INDONESIA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, JAPAN, EGYPT, 
GDR, ITALY, US AND CHINA. REPS OF USSR AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
SPOKE OF DEFEAT OF FASCISM AND FASCIST ENSLAVEMENT, AND 
SOVIETS STATED THAT EREEDOM STRUGGLES OF WORLD WAR II 
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CONTRIBUTED GREATLY TO NATIONAL LIBERATION, INDEPENDENCE 
AND FREEDOM FROM CAPITALISM. SOVIET, BULGARIAN AND GDR 
REPS COMPLAINED THAT 1974 REPORT ON WORLD SOCIAL SITUATION 
DID NOT TRULY REFLECT SITUATION IN SOCIALIST COUNTRIES, 

AND GDR ALSO SAID REFERENCE SHOULD BE MADE IN REPORT TO 
NEGATIVE EFEECT OE CAPITALIST SYSTEM ON SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 
CONCERNING RESES IN REPORT OF COMMISSION FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 
(CSD), SOVIETS HOPED THEY WOULD COMMEND WIDE SUPPORT, 

JAPAN COULD SUPPORT ALL NINE RESES, AND AUSTRALIA WAS ABLE 
TO SUPPORT THEIR BASIC THRUST BUT WAS NOT CONVINCED OF 
USEFULNESS OF POSSIBLE INTERNATIONAL DOCUMENT ON YOUTH. 

MRS. PICKER SAID NO EFFECTIVE WORKING ARRANGEMENTS APPEARED 
TO HAVE BEEN MADE BY TWO SECRETARIAT DIVISIONS CONCERNED WITH 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT QUESTIONS-NAMELY, CENTER FOR SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS AND CENTER FOR DEVELOPMENT 
PLANNING, PROJECTIONS AND POLICIES. SHE EELT THERE WAS NEED 
TO CONDUCT SELF-EVALUATION IN ORDER FOR UNITS CONCERNED 
TO DISCHARGE EFEECTIVELY THEIR RESPONSIBILITIES. 

SOVIET REP SMIRNOV DECLARED THAT SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT AND 
PROGRESS COULD NOT BE FULLY ATTAINED WITHOUT SUCCESSEUL 
DISARMAMENT AND REDUCTION IN MILITARY EXPENDITURES, AND 
CSD SHOULD BE MORE ACTIVELY ENGAGED IN QUESTION OF WORLD 
DISARMAMENT. CZECH REP ALSO STRESSED NEED FOR DISARMAMENT, 

AND CLAIMED PRESENT CRISIS OE CAPITALIST SOCIETY, WHOSE 
NEGATIVE CONSEQUENCES WERE BORNE ALSO BY DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES, TESTIFIED TO NEED FOR FUNDAMENTAL STRUCTURAL 
AND SOCIAL CHANGES. 

WU MIAO-FA (CHINA) STATED PRESENT INTERNATIONAL SITUATION WAS 
CHARACTERIZED BY DISORDER, BUT THIRD WORLD WAS GAINING 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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STRENGTH; SUPERPOWERS WERE STEPPING UP THEIR ACTIVITIES 
THROUGHOUT WORLD; AND SO-CALLED DETENTE DID NOT, IN REALITY, 

EXIST. ONLY BY STRUGGLING AGAINST EXPLOITATION AND 
PLUNDER BY COLONIALISM, IMPERIALISM AND HEGEMONY, WHICH 
WERE ROOT-CAUSE OF WORLD'S PROBLEMS, COULD THIRD WORLD ASSERT ITS 
POLITICAL INDEPENDENCE AND ACHIEVE PROGRESS IN SOCIAL DEVE- 
LOPMENT. ONE SUPERPOWER IN PARTICULAR WAS UNABASHEDLY 
EXTOLLING DISARMAMENT, WHILE IT CONTINUED TO EXPAND ITS 
MILITARY FORCE EVERYWHERE. THIS DISARMAMENT FRAUD 
MUST BE EXPOSED. UNDER PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES, CHINA WOULD 
NOT ALLOW A SUPERPOWER TO INSERT ITS LIES ABOUT DISARMAMENT 
INTO SERIOUS DOCUMENTS OF THIS MEETING, HE DECLARED.
